That the U lited States Government 


Is Sincere in Its Expressed Deter­ 


mination to Punish Those Guilty of 


Fomenting Trouble in Mexico. 


W ashington, 
July 31.—Inability to 
extradite offenders for so-called po­ 
litical offense-«, but which In th<> opin­ 
ion of the adm inistration ar<? really 
crim es that should be extraditable, fi 
proving a source of gr«»at Irritation In 
the effort which the government of 
the Unite«! States is m aking to break 
revolutionary activity along the Mexi- 
can-Texas 
boundary. 
This, 
couple«! 
with the difficulty in detecting and 
proving violations in the neutrality 
laws, m akes it difficult to convince 
the Mexicans of the sincerity of this 
governm ent in its expressed determ i­ 
nation to punish the guilty, and this 
notw ithstanding 
that every possible 
bit of m achinery at the disposal of 
the government is working to a com­ 
mon end. 
On his rec«*nt trip to OyRter Bay 
A m bassador Creel 
talked 
over the 
whole subject ot the border trouble 
with President Roosevelt, who m ani­ 
fested a lively Interest and who B 
deterinined to put an end to the mis- 
chbf-m akinc as far as lies in the gov­ 
e rn m e n t’s power. 
T he president, it 
is understood, favors, if necessary, 
the employment 
of special 
counsel 
who may apply them selves to the 
question of neutrality violations and 
extradition, so that the law may be 
fully enforced. Officials contend there 
is no reason why persons on this side 
of the border who foment revolution­ 
ary movem ents and cross into Mexico 
to engage in raids and other opera­ 
tions of a criminal character and then 
seek safety from arrest in this coun­ 
try should have any exemption from 
extradition 011 the alleged ground that 
their acts w ere political. 
On the con­ 
trary. the official view is that they 
should be extradited as felons. 
Both 
the United States and the Mexican 
governm ents, it is officially said, ar*» 
fully aroused in this m a tter and the 
form er will take «lrastlc steps to end 
this species of pernicious activity so 
far as it is in« blent to U nited States 
soil.

One hundred and forty-seven manu 
scripts 
from 
institutions 
in 
twelve 
states were received by Mr. (Jat€»s, 
and eleven 
prizes

first prize of $25, a second prize of 
$10. a third prize of $5 and eight ad- j 
ditioual prizes of $1 each. 
No. 15.312, 
M assachusetts State reformatory, was 
the w inner of the first prize. Convict 
J. E. It., Alabama State penitentiary, 
won the second, and No. 3,219. In­

New York, July 31.—That at least 
two men were concerned in the m ur­ 
der of the unidentified woman whose 
half-charred and acid-seared body was 
found on the Green point avenue dump­ 
ing ground in Williamsburg, Brook-, 
lyn, early Wednesday morning, has 
been established by the police. Philip 
O’Brien, a laborer of Greenpoint, saw 
a covered wagon drive to the dump at 
dawn Wednesday. 
Two men got out 
and lifted from the wagon what the 
witness supposed to be only an old 
mattress. He saw the men pile a heap 
of brush on the mattress, pour oil over 
it and then set fire to the bundle. Be­ 
lieving the mattress was being de­ 
stroyed because it war, disease infect­ 
ed the man avoided the spot.

can be no doubt but ihat the m attress 
was the one in which the body of the 
murdered woman was concealed. 
This important development led to 
the discovery that the covered wagon 
was seen by several persons and the 
police now have a minute description 
of the two men who were in it.

The 
incision, says the coroner’s physician, 
is such as is made in desperate cases 
of diphtheria, where it is necessary 
to pierce the windpipe to prevent 
strangulation. 
Whether this wound 
caused death or not, Dr. Wuest is un­ 
prepared to say. 
Dr. Wuest will make 
a careful analysis of the stomach to 
discover whether a drug was admin­ 
istered to the woman. 
Besides the in­ 
cision in the woman’s throat, her skull 
was fractured and the police believe 
that poison may also have been used 
to make thrice sure of her death. 
Failure to establish the Identity of 
the victim is the greatest obstacle the 
police have to overcome In solving the 
mystery.

‘•Say, why didn't you come to some­ 
one who knew all about that old build­ 
ing they have all been guessing about," 
said Geo. A. Keene, to a Dispatch 
representative Thursday evening. 
"I 
have been waiting to hear what others 
said about it before I gave its history. 
It was first occupied by J. D. Cheney 
as stated. 
I was a druggist by pro­ 
fession and when I struck Brainerd I 
naturally dropped into the store, then 
occupied by Mr. Cheney and as yet un­ 
completed. 
He was then erecting the 
building afterwards known as the Nor­ 
thern Pacific bank building and Lon 
Everett had the contract for its con­ 
struction. 
I was quite a dude then and 
was dressed in a Prince Albert coat 
and a silk hat. Mr. Everett asked 
Cheney where he could get a man to 
carry a hod, offering $2.50 per day. 
My wife and I had b en knocking 
around the country for some time and 
I liked Brainerd so I spoke up and said 
I was his man. I will never forget 
Lon's face, as he looked me over and 
asked me if I was in earnest. I said I 
certainly was and he said he could give 
me a better job than that and hired me 
to work with the carpenters. So the first 
day’s work I ever did in Brainerd was 
driving nails on the old Northern Paci­ 
fic bank building. I bought the corner 
building of Mr. Cheney about the time 
it was completed. But to return to 
the Raymond building, I rented that of 
Mr. Cheney and Mrs. Keene and Mrs. 
O. D. Clark ran a millinery store there, 
which they sold out to Mrs. Barton. We 
lived over the store in the comer build­ 
ing and our daughter Kittie was bom 
there. This is the true history of the 
old building."

In arriving at the conclusion that the 
current would cost to average not over 
2} cents perk. w. h., I did not Uke 
the present output of the electric S u ­ 
tton, but took the figures of what the 
output of the plant would be that Mr. 
Morgan

proposed plant with its large output 
showing a k. w. h. cost on the switch­ 
board of 3.32 cenU per k. w. h. as 
against the cost on present small out­ 
put of 2.6 cents. Mr. Paine’s figures 
on the. present sUtion output and the 
amount such an output would cost un­ 
der my contract are approx itmaUly 
correct, but from these figures should 
be deducted the present transmission 
loss of current, approximaUly IO per 
cent in the lines from the present plant, 
which would leave a net annual pay­ 
ment of $15,660 insUad of $17,400, or a 
switchboard cost of 2.6 cents per k. w. 
h. The only additional cost the city 
would have to add to this switchboard 
cost of 2.6 cents would be the cost of 
delivering the current to the customer, 
the transmission loss on its own lines 
and the cost of keeping in repair the 
lines and poles. 
I understand there is a large amount 
of lighting business waiting for the 
city as soon as it is able to take care 
of it, and the city’s net earnings on 
this additional business would net it 
the difference between the delivered 
price of even 4 cents per k. w. h. and 
the selling net price of say 6J cents, or 
24 cents per k. w. h. (about a “50 per 
cent margin.) 
The switchboard cost of current at 
Austin, referred to by Mr. Paine, of 
24 cents does not include maintenance, 
renewal, interest or taxes. The value 
of the station plant and station equip- 
I ment is $65,000 and the annual output 
is 650,000 k. w. h. Add to the 24 cents 
the following: 
Maintenance 5 
per 
cent, renewal 3 per cent, interest 5 per 
cent (forget taxes) and we get an ad­ 
ditional annual charge of $8,450 or 1.3 
cents per k. w. h. making the actual 
cost at the Austin switchboard 3.8 
cents. The output at Austin is so near 
the present Brainerd output that they 
can be called in the same class. The 
60,000 k. w. h. delivered last year in 
in Brainerd under our proposed contract 
would have cost 2.6 cents as against 
3.8 cents at Austin. The same addi­ 
tions as above can be added to the cost 
at Moorhead so as to get the actual 
switchboard cost, but I am informed 
by a leading Brainerd business man 
that the actual cost at Moorhead is 
over 4 cents. 
In preparing the published statement 
I have accepted almost all of Mr. Mor­ 
gan’s figures, but could not accept the 
one in which he states that current 
could be produced here with 44 pounds 
of coal for each k. w. h. Any quota­ 
tion of cost I have made can be veri­ 
fied, and I will be pleased to show any­ 
one the original reports. 
Any previous proposition to the one 
of May 17th, 1908, was made for cur­ 
rent taken at the switchboard at Little 
Falls. Mr. Paine shows a saving of 
$5,400 a year if the city took the cur­ 
rent in this manner, but it would cost 
$1,000 a year to have a man patrol this 
line, $1,000 a year for interest on the 
money invested, at least IO per cent or 
$2,000 a year for maintenance and de­ 
preciation, also taxes and the cost of 
the current that would be lost in trans­ 
mission between Little Falls and Brain­ 
erd; these items would more than eat 
up any supposed $5,400 saving, and the 
line cannot be built for $20,000. 'the 
generating plant of the Little Falls 
Water Power Co. is at the present time 
equipped with 2,000 h. p. in water 
wheels, and could commence sending 
power here today if the lines were al­ 
ready built, in addition it has a large 


surplus of water power on its dam thi>t 
can be used whenever there is a call 
for it 
The profit of $28,600 a year to the 
city mentioned by Mr. Paine is arrived 
at by using the same methods of fig 
uring employed by Mr. Morgan in his 
report In which he claims a profit of 
$16,795.38. 
I have asked and still ask, that if 
anyone interested in this power con­ 
tract will call on me, or tell me where 
I can call on him, I will take great 
pleasure in producing all the informa­ 
tion I have, then let him judge for 
himself which is the better method. 
The matter cannot be argued or dis­ 
cussed through the press, and cannot be 
explained without using certain elec­ 
trical 
phrases that 
are so 
much 
"Greek" to the average citizen. 
I 
tried to explain the term "Load Fac­ 
tor” in my statement; the cost of cur­ 
rent on the Brainerd switchboard pro­ 
duced with either steam or gas produc­ 
er engines is governed entirely on how 
great or small this load factor actually 
is.
